The meeting at the Spry company lumber 
yard was entirely successful. There were only 
100 employés asan audience, but Mr. Tho- 
man made them a stirring speech five or ten 
minutes in length, which was listened to with 
close attention and applauded at the closa. 

Strong Points by Mr, Thoman. 

Mr. Thoman opened his remarks with a 
reference to the assassination of President 
Garfield, which he attributed directly to the 
spoils system. Coming nearer home he 
spoke of the assassination of Mayor Harri- 
son as another of ite fruits. He then traced 
the course of civil service legislatior, which 
had always been opposed by machine politi- 
cians, but had constantly grown in the favor 
of the people, Civil service laws merely 
sought to apply to candidates for public em- 
ployment the same tests of fitness that were 
applied in the Spry lumber yard. Mr. Thoman 
appealed to the men before him as parents. 
It they had children those children had a 
right to aspire to offices in the city govern- 
ment. But under the spoils system they 
stood no chance of reaching such positions 
unless they lived in the saioons and became 
attached to some unprincipled ward poli- 
tician. Underacivil service régime those 
children could stand their examination, take 
their places on the rolls of eligible candidates, 
and be appointed in their turn to these honor- 
able and lucrative offices with absolutely no 
distinction between them and the chiidred of 
the wealthiest citizens. He then proceeded 
to show that under civil service regulations 
the streets would be cleaner, public education 
be better administered, and taxes greatly re- 

sduced, In conclusion he appealed to the men 

before him to throw their votes and the whole 
weight of their influence between now and 
the day of election in favor: of the greatest of 
political reforms. . 

Robert A. Mather addressed an audience of 
600 workingmen in Packingtown on the pro- 
visions of the law. His coming was unan- 
nounced, but a few moments after the noon 
whisties had biown he mounted a platform in 
front of Libby, McNeil & Libby’s warehouse 
and was soon surrounded by hundreds of 
Stock-Yards employés, who listened at- 
tentively to every word. 

One thousand two bundred employés of the 
W. W. Kimball Piano company at the fac. 
ory, Rockwell and Twenty-sixth streets, list- 
ened for ten minutes at noon yesterday to John 
H. Hamline while he explained to them hew 
simple the civil service law is and how their 
voting on the measure wouid be for their best 
interest. Mr. Hamline said in part: 

The Civil Service Commissioners who have 
been foremost in the promotion of civil serice re- 
form have met with no little opposition through 
a gang of unscrupulous politicians, who have 
been endeavoring to circulate false reports as to 
the effect the adoption of civil service reform 
would bave concerning the examinations that 
applicants would have to go through in order to 
get positions under the city government. And 
they, fearing that the misrepresentation would 
injure it being voted upon and the meaning of 
the reform measure was not quite clear to the 
most of you, have adopted this pian of having 
speakers visit the many factories throughout 
the city and explain the more full the 
value of civil service reform. Now is is 
what civil service reform means: If aman is to 
be a mechanic under the city govefnment he will 
be examined in those things t every mechanic 
knows; if he seeks to become a clerk 5 will be 
examined in those things which the average bus- 
iness would require; if he is to be a laborer his 
examination will be of the simpiest kind. In 
fact all examinations shall relate to those mat- 
ters which will test the relative capacity of the 
persons examined to discharge the duties of the 
position to which they seek to be appointed, His 
physical condition and past record will have all 
to do with his appointment. There will be no 
changing of employés eve two years as has 
been the custom. A man who has passed the 
required examination and has received his ap- 
pointment will hola it until he dies just so long 
as he attends to his duty. If charges are 
brought against him a board of arbitrators 
whisk will be appointed will give his case a fair 
trial and will render a decision accordingly. 


R. A. Mather Explains the Law. 


After speaking in general terms of the im- 
portance of the coming election, Mr. Mather 
said in substance:

cavating the Drainage Canal; also re- 
questing contractors to * their men 
in legal tender instea of checks 
or due bills; that Mr. Wenter supported 
these resolutions as well as others favoring the 
employment of as many of our home people 
as it is possible to do and asking the con- 
tractors not to pay less than 15 cents an hour 
for common labor.

SENATE FIXES ADJOURNMENT DATE. 


May 2 Is Named, but the Session Will Not 
Close Then. 

Springfield, III., March 27.—[Snecial. |— 
The Senate today passed and sentto thé 
Housea resolution for a sme die adjourn- 
ment of the Generai Assembly May 2. Peo- 
ple whohave not seen Legislatures before 
might incline to the opinion that some such 
beneficial result as this might accrue to the 
people of the State. The Legislature will 
not adjourn May 2, and not May 22. The 
duration of the Legislature depends largely 
on the weather. If May be unusually hot its 


labors will come to an end about May 28. 


That is a pay day and on that date each 
and every member wij! be entitled to 
$100, provided he has not drawn that amount 
in advance. No well-reguiated Legislature 
ever adjourned between pay days. The fes- 
tivities will come to an end about the date 
above mentioned. The appropriation bills 
are in good condition to get through the 
House during the nexttwo weeks. The Legis- 
lature might finish its work by the Oth or 10th 
of May, but such an innovation would be uu- 
heard of since the days of be new Constitu- 
mon. The Senate resolution will be buried in 
the House for a month or six weeks. At the 
proper time it will be amended so as to make 
the date late in May or early in June and sent 
to the Senate, where it will meet with prompt 
concurrence,

Springfield, III., March 27.—{Special.]—The

self to do a little regulating in the way of 
manufacture of butterine and other articles 


jot food, bills with these objects in view hav- 
/ing been pushed out of committee. The 


horny handed sons of toil now propose to in- 
stitute legislation having in view the reduc- 
tion of charges made by the commission 
merchants at the Stock-Yards who handle 
sheep, cattle, and hogs. Senator D. D. Hunt 
is the author of a bill of this character which 
is now in the Committee on Agriculture, of 
which the Senator is Chairman, by the way. 
The Senator says he proposes to have the 
bill favorably considered and launched into 
the Senate next week. 

The Committee on Judiciary discussed at 
length Senator Bartling’s bill prohibiting the 
eoloring of any substance to be used as a 
substitute for butter and cheese to resemble 
these products. There appeared before the 
committee George W. Linn and Herbert A. 
Emerson of the Chicago Produce Exchange, 
and D. W. Wilson of the Elgin Board of 
Trade, who made short addresses in favor of 
the measure. The bill was antagonized bv 
Senators Barnes, Crawford, Mahoney, and 
others. It was finally ordered to be reported 
with favorable recommendation. Oneof the 
provisions of the bill which will meet with 
the greatest opposition is that which com- 
pels all hotels, eating-houses, and saloons, 
using oleomargarine, or other imitation of 
butter, to hang up a placard opposite each 
table in a conspicuous place, announcing the 
fact that the guests are being served with 
imitation butter. 

In this line a bill was introduced in the 
Senate yesterday by D. A. Campbell of Cook 
which promises to create no small stir 
among the dairy people of the State. The 
bill is as follows: 

No person shall, in this State, rework 
butter which is rancid, moldy, or impure 
with other butter of the same or different 
grades, or rancid, moldy, or impure butter, 
or with sweet butter, or manipulate, mix, or 
rework such butter with any chemical, use 
of which would destroy or conceal rancidity, 
or add to such butter any glucose or arti- 
ficial coloring matter of any kind unless 
every such’ package shall have legibly 
branded in the top and bottom sides the 
words ‘ Reworked and recolored butter.“ 

The bill further says no one shall engage 
in reworking or recoloring butter unless he 
shall first have paid an annual license fee 
of $100. 


NEWS OF THE STATE CAPITAL. 


‘House Passes Several Private Measures 


Election Clerk Bil) Killed. 

Springfield, III., March 27.—The Senate bill 
providing that the County Board may divide an 
election precinct which contains more than 350 
legal voters was passed by tho House today. The 
Senute bill removing all limitation upon the 
number of acres of land acemetery association 
may own for burial purposes was passed with 
the emergency clause.

TO GO AGAINST GORE. 


BUILDING AND LOAN OFFIOIALS 
WILLING TO GIVE TESTIMONY. 


Inspections of Accounts by the Anditor’s 
Experts Are Said to Take Longer Time 
and Cost Much More Money than Ex- 
aminations by Unofficial Experts—Will 
Not Sign His Anti-Legisiation Petition 
—Bepresentative Jones Scores the Ex- 
ecutive Official in the House. 

If a resolution to investigate Auditor Gore’s 
conduct of his office as to building and loan 
associations is passed by the Legislature the 
committee appointed to carry it out will 


probably have little difficuity in finding men 


in Chicago who will make charges, The 
spectacle of Auditor Gore’s active enmity to 
two bills pendiug in the Legislature, whose 
effect is to relieve him of the burden and re- 
sponsibility of supervismg the affairs of 
building and loan associations, has created a 
good deal of comment. 

There ure, according to the report of 1894, 


in this State 563 associations, all of which 
must be examined by the Auditor once a 


year. A separate department for the admin- 
istration of the laws governing this large and 
constantly growing form of financial interest 
has been thought desirable by the legislators. 
Mr. Gore’s circular to building and loan asso- 
ciations asking them to join him in defeating 
the bills has been published in Taz Txrsune. 
He has followed up the written request 
with more active measures, for a 
mau who acted as his examiner 
is visiting associations soliciting their signa- 
tutes to Mr. Gore’s protest against the two 
measures. It is not known how much suc- 
cess he has had, but it was reported yester- 
day a number of associations would re!use to 
sigt. The basis of this action was said to be 
a complaint that the administration of Mr. 
Go re’s office so far as his examinations were 
concerned, had proved extremely costly. 

The Legislative com mittee, if it is appointed, 
will doubtless hear of those complaints 
and also the questions which vere asked yester- 
day: How much does the examinations of the 
building and loan associations in the State 
amount to in cash and where do the fees go! 
It the cost to each individual association has 
been anything near the sums paid by certain 
concerns named yesterday, the grand total 
must be something splendid. 


How the Examinations Are Made, 


Sec. 16 of the act concerning building, 
loan, and homestead associations, approved 
June 19, 1891, reads: 

It shall be the duty of the Auditor of Public 
Accounts, in person or by one or more persons to 
be by him appointed for that purpose, not officers 
or agents of norin any way interested in such 
association, except as stockholders, at least once 
in each year, examine into the affairs of every 
such association incorporated in this State. 

Following out his duty the Auditor sends 
his inspectors to the various associations, in 
the cases of the larger ones sending two men. 
They dre provided with letters describing their 
authority and duties, and saying the expense 
of the examination will be $10 a day for each 
map. The authority to make the charge is 
conveyed in Sec. 16 of the act of June 19, 
1893, which is as follows: 

The Auditor shall receive for such examina- 
tion made by him in person or by deputy his rea- 
sonable compensation and expenses, and said 
compensation and expenses shall be paid by the 
association so examined, 

The examiners work eight hoursa day. The 
theory of building and loan associations pre- 
cludes the incurring of heavy expenses if their 
object is to be achieved. To many associa- 
tions $10 or $20 a day for an examination is 
an item of much importance, particularly 
when the examination is made to consume a 
considerable number of days, Specific in- 
stances are mentioned where this has been 
done. In one it has been charged the work 
done by the Auditor’s examiners was dupli- 
cated by an outside examiner ata small per- 
centage of the former’s charge. 

This is the case of the Continental Loan 
and Investment Society. This concern is now 
in court on an application of the Attorney- 
General to place it in a receiver’s hands, In 
the mass of testimony in the cause, taken be- 
fore a Master, it appears Jan. 11, 1894, Mr. 
Gore sent two examiners to look into the con- 
dition of the society. One of the inspectors 
was Henry A. Sauer of Joliet, IH., and the 
other was Mr. Young of Chicago. The two 
men finished their examination in twenty- 
eight days and forwarded a report to the Au- 
ditor, in which they declared the society was 
insolvent. The Auditor reported it to the 
Attorney-General. Mr. Moloney filed an in- 
formation and then handed the case over tu 
C. Porter Johnson as his representative, and 
C. Porter Johnson appeared in the proceed- 
ings until his arduous public duties at Spring- 
field called him away. 

The examination! as stated in Mr. Gore’s 
letter, was to be made at a cost to the society 
of $10 a day foreachinspector. The amount, 
the letter stated, would be collected by the 
Auditor's office. As they worked twenty- 
eight days their joint bill at this rate would 
apparently have been $560. The circular of 
the society issued to its stockholders May 12, 
1894, shows Auditor Gore’s inspectors and 
assistants received $653.66 in February. In 
the account for April appears this item: 
Auditor Gore, expenses, 853.35.“ 


Money P.id for One Exam|Ination, 


Seeretary Harris of the society testified this 
was to cover expenses of a trip to Denver to 
examine a piece of property there. He testi- 
fied the inspectors drew various sums on ac- 
count while performing their work, the money 
being paid to them in checks. One of the 
latter had been indorsed over to Mr. Gore. 
In the wrangle over this testimony Mr. Har- 
ris, de-cribing the work of the inspectors, 
suid the same work done by them in twenty- 
eight days had been performed by an expert 
bookkeeper in eleven nights and two Sundays 
ata cost of $100. C. Porter Johnson made 
a prodigious effort to keep this testamony out 
of the record, 

In the fight counsel for the society hinted 
they had evidence of similar chargés having 
been made and even larger ones for examin- 
ing associations. The bili paid by the Pacific 
Loan and Homestead Association for an 
examination last summer was yesterday cited. 
Mr. Gore’s examiners appeared at the Pacific 
office with the usual official letters. The as. 
sociation’s statement shows a check for 
$439.89 was sent to Mr. Gore’s office at the 
conclusion of his examiners’ work. They 
were a considerable time about it, but it is 
said their scrutiny of affairs differed in no 
particular from the examination of an inde. 
pendent auditor who was called in shortly 
afterwards in accordance with the association’s 
bylaws. He made four examinations during

Even Small Companies Suffer. 


It is said that charges made even to small 
associations have been the cause of complaint. 
It is reported one or more of the little Bohe- 
mian associations on the West Side are now

fect the existing statute on the subject of the in- 
corporation and regulation of said banks. 

Resolved, further, That this committee .shall 
have power to send for persons and papers, to 
administer oaths, and to employ a stenographer 
to report the proceedings of the committee.

AID TO OLD SOLDIERS. 


ORDER IS FORMALLY GIVEN TO PAY 
INOREASED PENSIONS, 


Veterans, Under the New Law, Are Not te 
Receive Less than $6 4 Month 
Petition Need Be Made to Secure the 
Advance—Hard Struggle of the Federal 
Supreme Court with the Income Tax 
Cate The Statute May Practically Be 
Nallified, 


Washington, D. C. March 27.—[Special. ]— 
Aside from the special pension bills granting 
new pensions or increases of pensions in in- 
dividual cases the only legislation enacted by 
the last session of Congress increasing the ex- 
penditures on account of pensions waa the 
provision inserted in the ‘appropriation bill by 
the Senate, and afterward agreed to by the 
House, providing that after the passage of 
that act all pensioners on the rolls receiving 
pensions of less than $6 per month should 
have their pensions increased to $6. and that 
thereafter no new pensions should be issued 
at a less rate than $6 per month. The Com. 
missioner of Pensions has taken all the 
necessary steps to carry out this pro- 
vision. The construction put upon it was 
that it would not be necessary for the pen- 
sioners to inake applications for the increase 
or even for the department to issue new cer- 
tificates, and the Commissioner has accord- 
ingly issued orders to all of the pension 
agents throughout the country directing them 
at their next payments to pay at the rate of 
$6 a month to ail pensioners who have here- 
tofore received less than that amount and all 
these pensioners will now receive the increase 
without making any applications or going 
through any preliminaries. In the Pension 
Office the new provision is beng carried out 
by granting $6 pensions in all cases where 
the degree of pensionable disability is not 
such as to entitle the applicant to a higher 
rate than $6. This simplifies the work of the 
office somewhat and expedites the disposition of 
applications. When the amendment to the pen- 
sion bill was proposed in the Senate the state- 
ment was made that theincrease in expendi- 
tures that would be caused by it would be less 
than a million dollars a year. The officials 
of the Pension Bureau have made an estimate 
of the amount of the increase and find that it 
will be about one and a half millions. The 
fact that the lowest pension now issued is $6 a 
month may lead to a considerable number 
of persons who have never applied before, for 
the reason that they would receive only 82 
or $3 to file applications, and there may be 
a considerable increase in the number of pen- 
sions granted at this rate, but there have not 
yet been any indications of such an increase, 
and the officials of the bureau do not believe 
there will be any considerable increase in the 
number of applications on aczount of the in- 
crease in pensions,

There is but little aoubt the income tax is 
receiving a severe overhauling at the hands of 
the Justices of the United States Supreme 
Court, but extraordinary precautions have 
been taken to prevent leaks, Pages, clerks, 
and other subordinates have been excluded 
from all consultations, and the subject is not 
mentioned except in secret conclave, In epite 
of this fact hangers on about the court ex- 
press it as their settled conviction that the in- 
come tax law is having a squeak for its life. 
Those who were present every minute while 
the arguments were being made ‘say’ it 
was comparatively easy to estimate the 
effect of particular parts of 
argument on certain Judges. These 
observers declare an evident impres- 
sion against portions ofthe law was made on 
a majority of the Justices; This does not 
mean an adverse decision, for while a Justice 
might believe there were flaws in a law they 
might not be sufficient to justify declaring it 
unconstitutional as a whole. In addition to 
this the Justices evidently do not agree as to 
what particular parts of the law are consti- 
tutional. They may render a decision sus- 
taining the law as a whole but giving con- 
structions to particular portions which will 
render them difficult of enforcement. One 
of the court prophets said this evening: ** The 
Justices have been taking extraordinary 
precautions to keep their proceedings 
secret. That means they are not 
not agree until after 
the points evoM¥ed have been discussed at 
length. My opinion is that the court, if able 
to agree at all, will render a decision which 
will be in the nature of a compromise. 
law is undoubtedly full of flaws. No one can 
deny that. The only question is as to the size 
of the flaws as compared with consiitutional 
restrictions. The Constituhon is not so much 
of a bugbear as it was during the war, and 
yet the income tax slipped through then. Un- 
der the circumstances, therefore, it would 
not surprise me if the court should 
render a decision technically deciarmg 
the income tax law of 1894 constitutional, 
but at the same time and by means of the de- 
cision itself giving an interpretation to the 
law which would tear it wide open, practical- 
ly upsetting certain portions, and possibly 
tying the hands of the internal revenue offi. 
cials. It is certain some of the Judges are 
impressed with the importance of some of the 
flaws in the law and several dissenting opin- 
ions are to be expected which will differ from 
each other materially. As near as can be sur- 
mised the court is as yet all at sea in the ma t- 
ter.’

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COLD HURTS KUROPKE’S GRAIN CROPS. 


Damage to Winter Wheat, It Ix Fenred, 
Will Be Serious. 


Washington, D. C., March 27.—The report of the 
European agent of the Department of Agriculture 
for February has been made public. It treats of 
the conditions of the crops. In Great Britain the 
month has been one of continued frost and low 
temperatures. No field work has been done in 
any part of the country for five weeks, Through- 
out England it is generally thought there has bees 
damage to the winter wheat plant, * in- 
roads have been made into 9 1 stuffs, but 
in many districts wheat is ing f to stock in 
large quantities. Potatoes are inning to re- 
spond in price to the anticipated scarcity t 1rough- 
out the world, and in value have increased about 
$4 per ton. " 

In France ſt is believed the sudden alteration of 
temperature in the early part of the month, ore 
there were heavy, snow falls, has Injured wheat 
and rye: and it nw seems probable the area sown 
to cereals will be less than last year. 

In Germany no anxiety is felt as to the condition 
of winter wheat or seeding. 

In Austria winter seedings have been rotected 
by the snow. Hut in Hungary the situation is not 
quite so satisfactory, as the snow for long ex- 
Anses on the plain’ froze into a glaze that the 
armers fear has not adequately protected the 
ground beneath. 

In Roumania, after an unusually mild January, 
the succeeding month was ushe in with the se- 
verest storms that went over all Europe. In this 
country, however, there were alternating daya of 
milder weather and of rain, with the result that 
the snow froze on the land, and the promi 
thaw is awaited with some anxiety, that the 
amount of damage may be ascertained. 

In Russia reports made by officials state the area 
under wheat and under rye is diminished this year 
by no less than 25 to 30 percent. A telegram of 
Feb. 22 re s the changes in temperature have 
been general and sudden, and that considerable 
harm must have been done to winter cereals.

$800; insurance, $2,000. The Quinn fire 
had not been extinguished when an alarm 
came in for a burning barn on the South Side. 
Then tha Lederer fire broke out again. To 
add to the confusion, two false alarms were 
rung in from the West Side. By this time the 
crowd, which was constantly increasing, was

A number of the larger 
estates of the city and Ohio Valley are cus- 
tomers of the bank.

Amendments to the New York Police Gin

Albany, N. Y., March 27.—On the eve of 
what has promised to be one of the greatest 
political battles witnessed for years in the 
Senate arena the Platt forces in the Legis- 
lature yielded in the main to the aggressive 
assaults of the independent element and 
agreed to allow the amendments to the police 
reorganization bill and the bipartisan police 
bill.

WORKINGMEN AND CIVIL-SERVICE RE- 
FORM. 

The circular on the subject of the civil- 
service reform law just issued by the Civic 
Federation and a number of the officers of the 
principai labor unions ought to win for the 
law the vote of every good workingman. 

Its adoption is directly for his benefit. It 
assures him what he never has had—a fair 
chance to enter the city’s employment on his 
merits. At present if he tries for a place he 
has to go to some Alderman and get his in- 
fluence either by paying cash for it or by 
agreeing to do his dirty work. Or he has to 
tag after some wurd or precinct boss and 
promise to vote as he orders at the primaries 
and the polls. 

It has become rather discreditable to work 
for the city because the terms on which men 
get and keep offices are so well known. But 
when the system has been changed and men 
are appointed because of their qualifications 
and not of their influence, then the man in 
the city’s employment will stand as high as 
one who is not. Now the inferior working- 
man has the preference. Under the civil- 
service law the superior one will get ahead of 
the other every time. A field of employment 
hitherto closed to self-respecting workingmen 
who wouid not swear allegiance tosome petty 
politician will be opened to them. 

The workingmen will learn from this cir- 
cular that the acceptance of this law, while 
freeing them from the shackles of the poli- 
tiolans, will not, as the latter falsely pretend, 
call on them to pass collegiate examinations. 
They will simply be required to show their 
practical fitness for the particular kind of 
city work they wish to engage in. If they 
want to be pavemerit inspectors they must 
show that they know how good pavements are 
laid. If they want to be employed in the 
bridge repairing department they must show 
they are good carpenters. Only the shift- 
less, lazy workingmen should vote against the 
law. Its adoption will keep them from getting 
the jobs better men should have. 


—— — 
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BISMARCK’S BIRTHDAY. 

The ungracious conduct of the Reichstag in 
declining to recognize the birthday of the 
great German ex-Chancellor evidently does 
not meet with the sympathy of the German 
people. Rarely if ever before has there been 
seen sucha remarkable display of popular 
enthusiasm as that which greets Prince Bis- 
marck at Friedrichsruhe, or such ovations as 
those which are transpiring in almost every 
city, town, and village of the fatherland. 
These great popular demonstrations throw the 
narrow, prejudiced, and, in one sense, un- 
patriotic action of the Reichstag into still 
stronger relief. However much the members 
of that body may differ from the Prince in 
policy, or however strong their politica! an- 
tipathy may be, it still remains that in a polit- 
ical, diplomatic, military, and intellectual 
sense Prince Bismarck is the foremost man 
Germany has produced this century. As he 

s now retired from the public service and is 
an old man, rapidly approaching the close of 
his great career, the Reichstag could have 
afforded tosink its prejudices and join in pay- 
ing tribute to the hero of united Germany. 

The narrow partisanship of tho Reichstag 
will not affect the man of blood and iron. 
He has numerous consolations, The whole 
nation is paying homage to him and with an 
added emphasis by reason of the petty action 
of the Reichstag, so that no question can re- 
main in his mind of the place he holds in the 
German popular estimation. Greatest of ail 
his triumphs, however, is the fact that the 
Emperor, who five years ago forced him from 
power, has sent him a dispatch expressing his 
indignation at the vote of the Reichstag and 
has visited him with every mark of honor in 
the most conspicuous manner; to allof which 
the old Chancellor responded with a simplici- 
ty and gratitude that were almost pathetic. 
As one of the first statesmen of his age, as the 
author of German unity and the founder of 
the most powerful empire in the world, as the 
man who has made more history than any 
other in his time, Prince Bismarck deserves 
the extraordinary honors which the German 
people are laymg at his feet. The Radicals 
and Socialists of the Municipal Council of 
Berlin and of the Reichstag: may refuse to join 
in the enthusiastic “hoch Bismarck’’ which 
is echoed and reéchoed ail over the Father. 
land, but it will not affect the old Chancellor, 
who has done more for Germany than any 
other and whose patriotic devotion to Ger- 
man interests cannot be questioned. 


OLNEY’S ARGUMENT IN THE DEBS CASE. 

In his argument in the Debs case Attorney- 
General Olney dealt with great force and 
clearness with the position taken by Gov. Alt. 
geld, and also by the regularly employed at- 
torneys for Debs, that the President acted in 
an unprecedented, revolutionary manner 
when he sent troops to Chicago to enforce the 
violated laws of the United States. 

Inter-State railroad transportation, said Mr. 
Olney, is under the exclusive control of the 
General Government. While that is tne case 
it is the duty of the State to keep the peace 
within its boundaries. If the State does that 
there can be no interference with inter-State 
commerce and no occasion for the General 
Government to act. Since the maintenance 
of domestic peace is one of the functions of 
the States, and it has been attended to by them 
in a most satisfactory manner usually, the Gen- 
eral. Government will not intervene in cases 
where there is a momentary or brief interfer- 
ence with Federal laws, like those regulating 
the transportation of the maile, inter-State 
commerce, etc., because the presumption is 
that the State authorities will take steps to re- 
store peace. 

What happened in New Orleans the other 
day is a case in point. There was a sudden 
outbreak which put an end for the time be- 
ing to foreign as well as domestic commerce, 
The General Government declined to inter- 
pose, though that commerce is under its spe- 
cial care, for the Federal authorities were 
convinced that the State authorities would 
take action. They did seo promptly, and there 
has been no difficulty since. It is infinitely 
serve the peace and make an appeal to Wash.

nding to act, then it is the duty of the

situation. Hence it became necessary for the 
government to step in, not only in defense of in- 
dividuals, but in obedience to its obligations to 
protect inter-State commerce and because it is 
the duty of every government to exercise its 
whenever occasion requires. 

If the police had done their duty the day 
after the rioting began or if the Governor had 
sent a message to the Mayor telling him to 
keep the peace, or he had come himself and 
attended to the matter as the Governor of 
Louisiana did, not a United States soldier 
would have been sont here. The Federal au- 
thorities would not have been moved to inter- 
vene by one day’s rioting, but they saw no 
indications of an intention to keep the peace, 
Therefore they sent the troops here to 
protect that inter-State commerce which is 
under the exclusive charge of the General 
Government. That was not revolutionary, 
for, as the Attorney-Genera! says, for the 
execution of national functions every foot of 
every State is national soil and national 
property.” If a State keeps the peace so 
that the working of national machinery is not 
interfered with so much the better. If it does 
not keep the peace then the General Govern- 
ment must attend to the matter itself. 


THE NEW GARBAGE CONTRACTS. 
The contracts for scavenger work in this 
city the present year have been let for each 
of the thirty-four wards. The tétal amount 


about $240,000, It is said the @wards were 
made in most cases not to the lowest bidders, 
but to those who are best equipped for doing 
the work. it now remains to be seen if the 
successful bidders intend to do the work for 
which they will draw pay, and if their inten- 
tions will be honored in any other way than 
as paving material for a road to the infernal 
regions. If there is to be no improvement on 
past methods the city might almost as well 
have saved the money and let the alleys take 
care of themselves. 

It is notorious that contracts for the re- 
moval of garbage and other refuse from the 
streets and alleys of Chicago are not carried 
out. A moderate degree of cleanliness in iso- 
lated spots is the exception to the rule of 
wholesale, systematic neglect by the contract- 
ing scavenger, or his employés when he has 
any. In very many sections the filth is per- 
mitted to lie ungathered from one year to an- 
other. The boxes are chock full of reeking 
stuff, far greater quantities of which are de- 
posited outside them, there to be churned up 
with the ashes by the wheels of passing vehi- 
cles and the hoofs of horses. The winds may 
carry some of this away, but the contractor 
never. In the smaller areas where official 
pretense to work is made the visitation does 
not occur as often as agreed for. The con- 
tract for service each day means something 
like once a week, and the bi-weekly service 
means once per fortnight or per month, with 
liberal allowances for bad weather and at- 
tendance on the funerals of acquaintances. 

And this is cailed “performing the con- 
tract.“ There is no efficient check on the op- 
eration of drawing pay for work not done, the 
official inspector having reasons of his own 
for not taking any notice of the gross, fla- 
grant omission of the scavenger service to 
earn the money the contractors draw from 
the City Treasury. Surely it would be but 
little sanitary loss, and much pecuniary gain 
to the taxpayers to dispense with such alleged 
„service altogether. It ought to be possible 
to insist upon more thorough work than here- 
tofore. The citizens will have to watch the 
thing for themselves. They should see to it 
that inspectors who do not inspect shall be 
discharged, and that scavengers who do not 
scavenge as they ought shall have their con- 
tracts declared forfeited. It is to be devoutly 
hoped the election of next Tuesday will result 
in giving to the city a more efficient adminis- 
tration, which will try to have the money of 
the taxpayers turned over only to those who 
earn it. 


INCREASING GOLD PRODUCTION, 

The London Times ofa recent date con- 
tains a report of results of an examination of 
the Witwatersrand gold fields in South Africa 
in the latter part of last year. The yield is 
increasing and the ore maintains its quality 
with greater depths. It is believed that 
water will not interfere with very deep min- 
ing in the future and that increasing heat wiil 
not bea bar to work short of about 3,500 
feet from the surface, For the length of 
eleven miles in the region the average thick- 
ness of the ore to be worked is estimated at 
six feet. In 1894 the value of the Rand gold 
bullion output was nearly 35 million dollars, 
and for 1897 a product of fuily 50 millions 
can be fairly expected. Judging from present 
appearances it is inferred that the maximum 
product of. the Rand will be reached about the 
end of this century, when it will exceed 60 
millions per annum. In addition to this 
yield from the main reef series it is likely 
that ina few yearsa considerable quantity 
will be produced from other reefs, especially 
from what is called the black reef. 

The Rand, with its product of 85 millions 
for last year, stands third in the world. The 
United States remains first, with its greatly 
increased output of 45 millions, Australasia, 
including Australia, New Zealand, and Tas- 
mania, is probably second’ with a product of 
nearly 40 millions, In 1849 the world’s 
product of gold was but about 30 millions. 
It increased to nearly 150 millions in 1858 
owing to the discovery and working of the 
rich placers of California and Australia. 
Then it steadily declined, till in 1888 it had 
fallen to less than 100 millions. Since 1887 
it hag advanced by leaps and bounds, the in- 
crease being chiefly due to the new discov- 
eries in South Africa, till for 1894 the prod- 
uct most probably has amounted to 8,600, 
000 ounces of fine gold, worth nearly 180 
million dollars, an output certainly much 
greater than that for any previous 
year in the history of the world. In 
1853 it was evident that the great 
yield from both California and Australia 
would be short-lived, whereas the probabili- 
ties now are that the great product of 180 
millions will be fully maintained for a num- 
ber of years tocome. The Rand deposits are 
so much more regular than has been the case 
with previously discovered deposits or lodes 
that it is almost certain for the next twenty 
yearg or more the profits from working them 
will much exceed the losses. Since the com- 
mencement in 1887 these mines have yielded 
10,110.000 tons of ore, the bullion from 
which has a gross value of 110 million dol- 
lars, The dividends paid in this time by the 
producing mines amount te 22 millions, or 
20 per cent of the total output. Last year 
the fifty producing mines yielded 2,827,365 
tons of ore, from which was taken 2,024,162 
ounces of bullion, worth 84 millions. They 
paid 20 per cent of this in dividends, and 
their present market value is fully 160 mill 

It has been generally believed that the in- 
flux of gold from California and Australia 
was the principal if not the only cause of the 
rise in prices from 1849 to 1860, It is fair 
to expect that a similar advance in values, as 
measured by the ounce or grain

PROPOSED DOUBLE TAXATION OF REALTY. 

There is probably due now in Illinois on real 
estate purchased on time payments the sum 
of nearly 200 million dollars, This sum has 
to be paid in the future from the future earn- 
ings of the property mortgaged, It does not 
represent present wealth but possible future 
wealth. | 

The outrageous revenue bill now before the 
Senate provides that in addition to taxing all 
this incumbered property at its fair cash 
value the evidences of the amounts yet ui.paid 
by the purchasers of the property shall be 
hunted up, assessed at their fair cash value, 
and their holders taxed thereon. 

Suppose there is a farm or a city house and 
lot with a selling value of $12,000 which has 
been bought on time, $2,000 being paid in 
cash and notes for $10,000 having been given 
for the remainder. It is proposed by this 
miserable bill that the realty shall be assessed 
at $12,000 and the notes at $10,000, thus 
making a total assessment of $22,000 on 
which taxes are levied and collected, while 
there is in existence only $12,000 of real 
tangible property; 

The persons who devised this wroagful bill 
justify themselves by asserting that the farm 
or lot as taxable property is worth $12,000 
and that A. B. has an equity in it to the 
amount of $10,000 evidenced by notes and a 
mortgage. They say this warrants the squeez- 
ing of taxes out of the holder of the realty on 
an assessment of $12,000 and out of the 
holder of the notes on an assess- 
ment of $10,000. But if in the 
course of time the notes are unpaid and the 
mortgage foreclosed and the note-holder be- 
comes the farm-awner, what has become of 
the $10,000 of taxable property the fram- 
ers of this bill profess to have discovered? 
And yet inthe meantime the collector will 
have been collecting taxes on $22,000 worth 
of property when it is clear there never was 
such an amount. 

When the tangible substance, out of the 
products or earnings of which taxes are paid, 
has been assessed that ought to end the mat- 
ter. There should be no attempt to tax also 
the intangible shadow of that property which 
has been assessed already. Grossly stupid 
and thiek-skulled legislators and greedy tax- 
eaters may notsee that their plan means 
double taxation. 

it is easy to show that such is the case, No 
one will be bold enough to claim that a mort- 
gage on real estate adds anything to its 
value. Offer for sale at public auction a piece 
of iueumbered property and the incumbrance. 
Would the two sell for more than the same 
real estate would were it put up at auction 
uniucumbered? Of course not. Every one 
has intelligence enough to know that no more 
actual value is offered for sale in one case than 
in the other. Since the existence ofa mort- 
gage does not add to the selling value of prop- 
erty why should it be assumed thata mort. 
gage adds to its taxable value? Ifa farm 
worth $12,000 is mortgaged for $10,000 and 
the farm and the mortgage when offered for 
sale jointly will bring only $12,000 why 
should there be an attempt to collect taxes on 
$22,000? 

And yet there are men in the Legislature 
who are prepared to defend such an outrage 
as this would be and to say that double taxa- 
tion of this kind is equal and uniform taxa- 
tion. It would be tax-eating spotiation under 
the guise of taxation.

Two of the wards of this city are conspic- 
uously on trial.

In each of them Were isa 
candidate who represents all that is most de- 
grading and corrupt in sium polities.

Senator Niexavs has introduced a bill to 
abolish the fee system as far as State’s-Attor- 
neys are concerned. The County Board or

A Pittsburg correspondent of the 
New York Post says that the real reagon for 
the urgency with which the Pittsburg manu- 
facturers are pushing the scheme is believed 
to be a wish to do something that will pre- 
vent their business from being taken away 
from them by the competition of Cleveland 
men, and that the latter would be much more 
ready to indorse the scheme if they could see 
how the proposed canal would prove as bene- 
ficial to them as to the people at Pittsburg.

It it is a merit for an ex-Chancellor of the 
Exchequer to die poor, Lord Randolph 
Churchill may fairly be said to deserve that 
praise. No doubt, in leaving personalty to 
the gross value of £75,971 he proves himself 
to be a richer man than rumor lately made 
him. But he has not, by his official posi- 
tion, added to his wealth. 


The sum his father left to him was nearly 


as large as that which he devises to Lady 
Randolph for life, to his children afterwards, 
and, in the event of their death, to the Blen- 
heim estate, from which some have thought 
his father should not, under the circum- 
stances, have withheld it. 

Lord Randolph Churchill was supposed by 
his admirers to have inherited the mantle of 
Lord Beaconsfield. He has come strangely 
near to his master in the amount of his 
gross personalty. Lord Beaconsfield’s was 
proved at £76,687, but the debts to be deduct- 
ed were exceptionally large—larger than 
8 Randolph’s are likely to be-some 

3,000. 

Lord Beaconsfield also might be said to 
die a poor ex-Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
for, though his patrimony was comparative- 
ly trifling (Isaac Disraeli’s personalty was 
£12,000), he had a large legacy from Mrs. 
Brydges Willyams, had larger checks than 
the Daily Graphic’s from Longmans for 
“ Lothair’’ and “ Endymion,” and a. large 
bequest from his wife.

At one time this led to 
serious trouble between the United States and 


Ecuador, and it was tound necessary to send 


United States warships to Guayaquil in order 
to secure Santos’ release.

ENGLISH SAILOR Is KILLED iN CUBA, 


Seaman on the Steamship Laurestina Mur- 
dered by a Spanish Sentry. 


Baltimore, Md., March 27.—Spanish sen- 
tries murderously shot and killed a seaman of 
the British steamship Laurestina and badly 
wounded a Cuban negro ut St. Jago, Cuba. 
The British Government is investigating the 
matter and complications between England 
and-Spain may result. 

The Laurestina arrived at this port this 
afternoon from St, Jago, andits officers de- 
nounce the shooting asa murder. They said 
the seainan was John Lowe, aged 35 years, 
a resident of Leeds, England, who had 
shipped at Cardiff, Wales. the night of 
March 18 the crew went ashore for a stroll 
and walked up from where the vessel was 
lying to the town of St. Jago, a short distance 
away. The boatswain, Lowe, and another 
seaman were in one party and, 
after a walk about the town, started 
to return to the ship, When nearly there 
Lowe determined to start for the town, and 
started back in company with a Cuban negro, 
En route they had to pass u Cuban fort gar- 
risoned by Spanish troops. Suddenly a senti- 
nel sprang out of the darkness as they neared 
the fort and in Spanish commanded them to 
halt. Lowe did not understand the command 
and started to hurry away. The next instant 
the sentinel raised his musket and fired. 
Lowe dropped to his knees and rolled over, a 
corpse, The negro then started to run, when 
he, too, was shot and mortally wounded. 

The dead manand the wounded negro were 
carried inside the fort. At daybreak Capt. 
Gavin of the Laurestina went to the fort and 
demanded the body of the man. This demand 
was refused and he has madea formal com- 
plaint to the British Government. Investiga- 
tion is to be made, 


MENDONCA’S BROTHER IS THE JUDGE 


Brazilian Minister to Washington Is Net 
the Man Appointed. 


Washington, D. C., March 27.—[Special. ]— 
Sefior Mendonca, the Brazilian Minister, re- 
ceived word today that it is his brother, Dr. 
Lucio Mendonca, and not himself, who has 
been appointed to the Supreme Court bench 
of his country: The new member of Brazil’s 
Supreme Court is the youngest of four 
brothers of the Mendonca family. He is 
only 40 years of age and is by several years 
the youngest man ever appointed to the Su- 
preme Court bench of that republic. 

The legation here has received information 
of the complete success of the recent bond 
issue by the Brazilian Government. A call 
was made fora loan of $50,000,000, The 
whole amount was promptly subscribed for 
by the Rio banks. As gold was demanded, 
however, the bulk of the money will doubt- 


less come from abroad. Of the amount bor- 


rowed $25,000,000 will be used to meet the 
deficiency caused by expenses mainly inci- 
dent to the war. The remaining $25,000,000 
will be utilized in the redemption of currency 
and will be sufficient to take up nearly 875, 
000,000 in paper money, which has natur- 
ally greatiy depreciated during the late revo- 
lution. This loan may be regarded as a sub- 
stantial step in the direztion of a gold basis 
for the Brazilian Republic.

Stockholm, March 27,—It is semi-officially 
stated that the proposals of King Oscar look- 
ing toa settlement of the deadlock between 
Norway and Sweden will shortly be submitted 
to the Rigsdag and to the Storthing.

Miller denounced the treatment accorded 


the political prisoners as barbarous in the ex- 


treme. He predicts that a filibustermg ex- 
pedition will be organized to go to Hono- 
lulu and rescue the politizal prisoners. When 
asked if he was done with Hawaii, the poet 
said: 

“Tam going to wait and see who goes 
down there to liberate those men. If their 
captors do not liberute them and return the 
lands appropriated from the natives and the 
Queen under the naine of crown lands, I shall 
go to Japan. I think I shall only have to 
state the case and promise political rights to 
the oppressed 20,000 contract slaves of 
Japan down there to get an iron-clad, There 
are hundreds of good men down there, kept 
in the vilest prisons by men who betrayed a 
woman and robbed her, and there is plenty of 
gold and a kingdom waiting for whoever will 
liberate those good men. 

„The soldiers there will not fight for Dole. 
In fact, they are all falling out. I doubt if 
Dole has any friends at all who are not 
under pay as civil or military officers or in 
some way selfishly interested in his olig- 
archy, There has been nothmg nearly 80 
monstrous since the reign of terror.“ 


HASTINGS MAY SUCCEED THURSTON, 


Hawaiian Minister Leaves Washington to 
Go to His Home. 

Washington, D. C%, March 27.—[Special.]— 
Before starting for Boston this afternoon 
Hawaiian Minister Thurston received a mes- 
sage from Honolulu of a personal nature, but 
nothing from his government in regard to the 
demand of the United States for his recall 
from Washington. From Boston it. is the in- 
tention of Mr, Thurston to go to San Fran- 
cisco, whence he will sail for Hawaii April 4. 
In all probability the successor of Mr. Thurs- 
ton as Hawaiian Minister at Washington will 
be Secretary of Legation Frank P, Hastings, 
who is also Charge d' Attaires ad interim in the 
official gazette of his government. When Mr. 
Thurston was first talked of as Minister to the 
United States he was averse to accepting the 
position because of his varied and extensive 
personal interests. Finally he consented to 
serve, stipulating, however, that Mr. Hast- 
ings should be associated with him at Wash- 
ington, 

[Frank P. Hastings is nearly 42 years of age, 
having been born at Calais, Me., May 21, 1853. 
In 1874 he was appointed to a position in the 
State Department, where he served until 1877, 
when he entered the consular service of the 
United States. Starting in as consular clerk he 
served in various capacities until he reached the 
post of acting Minister of the United States at 
Honolulu in 1889. In 1800 Mr. Hastings severed 
his connection with the consular service of the 
United. States and appeared at Washington as 
the representative of an American syndicate in- 
terested in the cession of Pearl Harbor. A year 
later found him a citizen of Hawaii, the neces- 
sary papers having been made out at bis re- 
quest. He went to Washington in 1893 and has 
been there since. | 


CIVIL LAW PREVAILS IN HONOLULU, 


Military Commission Adjourn: and Pris- 
oners Are Doing Their Time. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 27.— The 
steamship Australia arrived this afternoon 
from Honolulu. The latest Hawatian advices 
contain no reference to the demand made by 
Secretary Gresham for recall of Minister 
Thurston, and it is evident that no knowledge 
of this latest diplomatic incident has reached 
the Hawaiian veople. Whether the Ha- 
waiian Government has any knowledge 
of the state of affairs at Washington is sim- 
ply a matter of conjecture. Following is 
from the special correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press at Honolulu: 

Honolulu. March 20.— Martial Jaw was 
declared off Merch 18, the military commis- 
sion has been adjourned, and the larger part 
of the 190 prisoners brought before this 
body are now working out their sentences in 
quarries or oh roads, The interest of the last 
few days has centered principally in the ses- 
sions of the Advisory Council, which has 
been passing laws bearing directly upon the 
recent rebellion. 

A law of no little interest to the deported 
contingent makes it unlawful for any person 
to land in Hawaiian Islands from any vessel 
arriving from a foreign port who is a crim- 
inal or a refugee from justice, or who has 
been coavicted of crime or been under arrest 
foracriminal offense and has departed or 
escaped from the Hawaiian Islands in order 
to avoid trial, or who has been deported from 
the Hawalian Islands by order of the President 
or Marshal in the time of martial law, or who 
has been banished by sentence of any court, 
unless such person shall have received per. 
mission from the Minister of Foreign Affairs 
so to land. 

The disposition of Liliuagkalani is causing 
many rumors, but the government officials 
state nothing has been done or suggested 
other than is already in force, Attorney- 
General Smith on being asked wnat dispcsi- 
tion was to be made of the ex-Queen said: 

She's already disposed of. No advances 
have been made to the government on her 
part, She will be kept where she 18. 

The appropriation to cover the expense of 
the rebellion has been raised $15,000, and 
will undoubtedly reach $100,000 before all 
bills are paid, 

The failure of the cable appropriation in 
Congress has in no degree lessened interest 
in cable matters. A member of the Cabinet 
states in an interview that the Hawaiian Gov. 
ernment is ready at any time to consider any 
cable proposition that may advance the inter- 
ésts of the hation. 

Vancouver, B. C., March 27.—Regarding 
the suit brought by the Hawaiian exiles, 
Mueller, Cranstoun, and Johnson, against 
the Canadian Australian Steamship company 
E. P. Davis, counsel for the company, said: 
“The Hawaiian Government is anxious to 
have the question settled as to its right to de- 
port dangerous characters from the islands 
when the latter is, as during the late crisis, 
under martial law.“ 


REBELS MAY TRY TO TAKE BOGOTA. 


Story of the Frustration of a Plot to 
Burn the Town of Colon. 
Washington, D. C., March 27.-+[Special.]— 
Dispatches from Panama announcing the de- 
feat of the Colombian insurgeuts by govern- 
ment troops in Boyaca, Colombia, have caused 


a revival in the interest displayed in the revo- 


lution in that country. Neither the State nor 
the Navy Department has received any in- 
formation concerning this battle. The prox. 
imity of Boyaca to Bogota, the capital: of

AMERICAN 18 MURDERED IN PARIS, 
Thomas O’Brien Sheets a Man Named 
Wedel—They Are Probably Book makers, 

Paris, March 27.—A man named Thomas 
O’Brien, described as an American, was ar- 
rested here today for shooting a companion 
named Wedel, also said to be an American. 
O’Brien shot Wedel six times witha revolver 
at the Gare du Nord (Northern Railroad Sta- 
tion) this morning. Wedel ie dying, After 
his arrest O’Brien declared Wedel had fre. 
quently threatened to kid him. Both men 
are supposed to be bookmakers. 

[From reports received it is thought the 
O’Brien mentioned is the famous Tom 
O’Brien, monarch of bunko steerers. O’Brien 
has swindied Americans by means,of fake lottery 
and gold brick games out of upward of $300,000 
in a few years. In 18091 he and two confederates 
swindled John H. Peck of Albany, N. X., out of 
$10,000. O’Brien was arrested. Subsequently 
he skipped $10,000 bail and fied to London. He 
was extradited andin Albany the jury found 
him guilty. He was sentenced to ten years 
in Dannemora Prison. O’Brien escapei. 
At New Orieans he took passage on a sailing vas- 
sel, but was arrested on his arrival at Havre. 
Later on he turned up in Madrid and from there 
he went to Buenos Ayres, where, it is said, he be- 
come a prosperous man, Six months ago O'Brien 
returned to Paris. The man whom he is said to 
have mortally wounded “is believed to be Reed 
Waddell (or Wedel), triminaily known as 
“Kid” Wedel, one of the most success- 
ful “gold-brick” men known to the police. 
Wadde!! is 36 years old, dresses in the height of 
fashion, and might pass fora youth of twenty. 
The first quarrol between this pair of celebrities 
occurred in Chicago. On this occasion Wedel 
threatened to shoot O’Brien on sight. After- 
ward they became friends; but a second dispute 
over a division of spoils might have culminated 
in the death of one or the other of them but for 
the interference of friends. | 


NO INTERFERENCE FROM EUROPE. 


South American Republics May Form an 
Alliance with Uncle Sam. 


City of Mexico, March 27.—Public feeling 
against European interference in Latin 
America grows stronger here, The news- 
papers are now discussing the possibility of 
an alliance between the United States and all 
the other republics of this hemisphere in 
order to present common front against the 
ambitions of Europe. : 

Tegucigalpa, Hondutas, March 27.—The 
press accuses British Minister Gosling of fa- 
voring a Central American union with a 
species of British protectorate attached. The 
Germans are charged with bemg allied with 
the English to injure American trade in Cen- 
tral America. 


SIR CHARLES SEEMS TO BE OUT OF IT, 


Report of Tupper’s Resignation Partially 
Confirmed=—Manitoba’s Attitude. 

Ottawa, Ont., March 2'77.—[Special.}—The 
whole talk here is the resignation of Sir 
Charles Hibbert Tupper, Minister of Justice, 
The difficulty is not altogether in connection 
with the Manitoba school case, aithough it 
started with that matter, Sir Charles pre- 
pared the order in Council iu that case, and is 
of the opinion that the minority is entitled to 
separate schools. The school case, however, 
was the means of forcing a session, and Sir 
Charles was opposed to that. He was strongly 
opposed to u cession of Parliament in ad- 
vance of an election. The fact is Sir Charles 
looked to the financial and other difficulties 
which Mr. Laurier, the opposition leader, would 
have to face if successful in the election be- 
ing so great that his administration would be 
a speedy failure, and that at the followmg 
election the Conservatives would be returned 
triumphantly for a long lease of power with 
all the old timber cleaged out of the party, 
and a run ahead including the Premiership 
open to Sir Charles himself. It cannot be 
gainsafi that foes and friends alike look on 
Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper as the coming 
Premier. Premier Bowell tonight tacit- 
ly admitted that Tupper’s resignation was 
under consideration. Another rumor has it 
that Tupper’s resignation is due to a question 
of the leadership of the House of Commons 
next session. Premier Bowell being in the 
Senate, one of the other Ministers must lead 
in the Commons, and undoubtedly it must be 
either Finance Minister Foster or Sir Charles 
Tupper. The leadership of the Commons 
will be significant as it would designate the 
next Conservative Premier. 

There isa pronounced rumor to the effect 
that Finance Minister Foster and N. Clark 
Wallace, the Controller of Customs, will also 
resign. Should this prove true, it means the 
French Catholics will have a preponderance 
of power in the Cabinet, a thing that Ontario 
will not agree to. Those best posted predict

Winnipeg, Man., March 27.—The remedial 
order on separate schools doeg not come up 
in the Legislature until tomorrow night, but 
it is nevertheless the one topic of the day 
here. Both the government and opposition 
are holding frequent caucuses, and what the 
outcome will be is difficult to predict. 

It is certain the Manitoba Government 
will resent interference by Ottawa on edu- 
cational matters. There is every indication 
that the policy of he opposition in the Leg- 
islature will be to advocate some modifica- 
tions to the school law; in other words, some 
sort of compromise; The position of 
Premier Greenway and the government is 
clearly outlined. The newspaper organ of 
the government has this official statement 
under the heading. Manitoba’s Answer 

This is our answer to Quebec: We shall 
not allow the state to support religion; we 
shall not allow the church to control the 
state; we shall not return to the civilization 
of the Dark Ages; we shall not recognize 
Rome as better or inany way different from 
others; we shall hold to the principle of 
equal rights for all, and that principle shall 
be dearer to us than confederation itself.“

AND HIMSELF IN NEW YORK. 


He Was an Actor and She an Actress, with 
a Home at Minneapolis, Minn.—Double 
Tragedy of the Morning Not Discovered 
Until Late in the Afternoon=Victoria 
Hotel does Inte the Hands of a Receiv- 
ereRace of Ocean Liners= Lombard Ia- 
vestment a Reorganizution Pian. 


New York, March 27,.—[Special.}@a mur- 
der and suicide occurred today in the Falk 
Building, No. 18 West Twenty-fourth street. 
The victims of the tragedy are Amy Thill. 
aged 24, a pretty actress, and Jack Bigelow, 
an actor, aged 30, 

The girl, with her two sisters, Alice and 
Mary, have occupied Room 39 on the fourth 
floor of the Falk Building since last summer. 
For the last three days Amy's sisters have not 
been noticed about the building, but Jack 
Bigelow, who was an admirer of the girl, fre- 
quented the room. About 11 o'clock today a 
gentleman occupying Room 37, which ad- 
bined that of the Thill woman, heard a 
heavy fall in the next room. Although he re- 
garded it as strange at the time, he said noth- 
ing about the incident until about 4:30 
o'clock, when he reported it. He told F. J. 
McCusack, who called in the police after he 
had made an unsuccessful attempt to get into 
the room. 

The door was broken open and on the flooz 
was found the dead bodies of the Thill 
woman and Bigelowy There was 2 wound 
under Amy Thiil’s left ear and Bigelow had 
shot himself under the right ear after shoot- 
ing the girl, A pistol, four chambers of 
which had been discharged, was in Bigelow’s 
right hand. 

Two letters left by the girl were addressed 
respectively to her mother in Minneapolis 
and to F. S. Roach, Standard Theater, New 
York City. 

The causes that led to the deed may never 
be known, for nothing was left as a clew. 
Judging from circumstances Bigelow first 
killed the young woman by firing three shots 
into her head, and then puta builet into his 
own brain. 

Miss Thill was about 25 
appeared lazt spring with Joseph Haworth’s 
company in Rosedale ” at the Star 
ater. She was bidck-eyed, of a sunny 
disposition, and the sisters, who were 
younger than she, seemed devoted to 
her. Bigelow, who was a handsome 
man of about 28 years old, was a frequent 
calier upon them, and was looked upon as 
Miss Amy’s most intimate friend. It was 
said at the house that he, too, had been a 
member of the Rosedale’ company. Two 
weeks ago Alice and Marie began an engage- 
ment with Dickson’s “ Incog’’ company 
which was billed for Erie, Pa., tonight, and 
soon after their departure Miss Amy an- 
nounced to the janitor of the Coleman House 
that she thought she would not occupy her 
room much longer, as she intended togo on 
the road with a company soon. 

Bigeiow is known around the Coleman and 
Sturtevant Houses. It was saidhe had been 
out of work since last spring. He confided 
in one man that his father was J. Bigelow, a 
retired lawyer and ex-Mayor of Morristown, 
N. J. Heclaimed to have wealthy relatives 
in the South and in Brooklyn. A.C. Burt, 
who was manager of the Sidney Drew com- 
pany, says Bigelow met Miss Thill while both 
were members of the company and he ap- 
peared to be in love with her. They left the 
company about Christmas last and both had 
been out of employment ever since, he refus- 
ing work on several occasions because Miss 
Thill would not be engaged. 

Minneapolis, Minn., March 27,—Am 
Thill was the daughter of Mrs. Susan I. 
Thill. who keeps a hair store at No. 812 Nie- 
ollet avenue, this city, and resides at No. 9 
South Ninth street. There are five girls in 
the family and all have a predilection for 
the stage. Two orthree of them have fre- 
quently been employed in local tneaters, All 
are handsome and the murdered girl was es- 
pecially so. The family came to Minneapolis 
from St. Paul four or five years ago. rs. 
Thill is tonight completely prostrated by the 
shock and tne other members of the family 
decline to say anything about the tragedy ex- 
cept to acknowledge the relationship and to 
deny that they had ever heard of Bigelow.

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FOREIGNERS MUST PAY INCOME TAX, 


Collecter of New York Will Hold Them 
to the Law. 

New York, March 27.—[Special.]—The 
statem%nt made in the British House of Com- 
mons March 22 by Sir Edward Gray, Pariia- 
mentary Secretary to the Foreign Office, rela- 
tive to the United States income tax bas cre. 
ated considerable discussion here. It was 
based on a letter sent by Edward Grosse, Col- 
lector of the Third Internal Revenue District 
in New York, to Mr, Sanderson, the British 
Consul-Gereral. Sir Edward was quoted as 
saying in the House of Commons that all 
holders of United States securities must, un- 
der the penalty, send their income returns to 
the American authorities before April 15.“ 
The letter of Mr. Grosse was sent as a matter 
of courtesy to the various consulates in this 
city. This action on the part of the Collector 
arose from the fact of his being aware 
several royal personages in Europe were 
holders of American securities and that he 
wished to call the attention of the reprasenta- 
yoy Spe the European powers to the income 
tax law. 

Mr. Sanderson, the British Consul-General 
in thie city, declared today that upon receipt 
of this letter he had transmitted it to his gov- 
ernment, adding the amendment when it was 
passed of the postponement of the date for 
fili returns to the internal revenue au- 
thorities; and there, so far as he 
was concerned, the matter rested, 
He had received no official ‘communication 
relati to the subject, nor any inquiries 
from England concerning the matter. Until 
he did hear there was no necessity for him 
to interest himself in it. The German Con- 
sul-General objected to the Collector's ruling 
as regards the taxing of subjects of his coun- 
try living in Germany.

President Trude went to the meeting of the 
School Board last night determined to hana 
in his resignation as President. He had it 
written out and be was going to resign in 
favor of D, R. Cameron. But, sometimes, 
there are many slips between intentions and 
actions. One of these happened in the 
case of Mr. Trude and the Presidency of the 
School Board. As the members dropped into 
the com mittee- room before the meeting Mr. 
Trude between the times of attaching his of- 
ficial signature to documents announced 
what he pruposed doing. By the time the 
board was called to order there was a protest, 
Nobody would vote to accept the resignation. 
That being the case, what was the 
use of presenting it? May be it will 
be given to the board at its next meeting. 
Anyway, it is postponed fur two weeks. When 
Mr. Trude was telling the members he was 
going to quit Thomas Brenan asked him why. 

‘**I can’t make political speeches and attend 
to other matters I have on hand. 

But that wasn’t the reason. It is a measure 
of gratitude and a desire to see faithful 
service honored, a 

„u tell you why I want to resign in Mr. 
Cameron’s favor.“ said Mr. Trude after the 
meeting. For a man to efficiently discharge 
the duties of President of the board he must 
give it all his time. The President of the 
Board of Education must answer a vast num- 
ber of letters coming from parents of chil- 
dren attending schools and other persons, as 
well as answer correspondence coming from 
other educational institutions in every metro- 
politan city of the republic. He must attend 
committee meetings of the School committee 
of the City Council and induce it to accept 
sites recommended by the board, and he must 
look after the Finance committee to secure 
proper appropriations. He must examine 
hundreds of contracts, pay-rolls, and other 
obligations and execute them. 

„These are a few of the duties required of 
him, and Mr. Cameron, an older and more 
experienced member than myself, has 
assisted me and the board in the dis- 
charge of these duties, and 1 earnestly 
desired that he should share the honors as 
well as the labors of the office. No man stands 
higher in this community than Mr. Cameron. 
He is a multi-millionaire and is at the head 
of a large business establishment so organ- 
ized as to no longer demand his time, so that 
he can give his entire time and attention to 
the service of our school system 
which he loves 80 well. 1 shall 
use every effort to make him President for 
the benefit of our public schools and as an 
act of justice to him. 

“Mr. Cameron has been on the School 
Board six years, boiding the position through 
several administrations. He is Vice-Presi- 
dent of the board and Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on High Schools. Ihave been twice 
elected President and am now desirous of re- 
signing in his favor and am animated by grat- 
itude to him in taking the step.“ 

The members generally favored the election 
of Mr. Cameron to succeed Mr. Trude. The 
only apparent objection came from Mr. 
Thornton and Dr. Biuthatdt. They have had 
in the past some fights with Mr. Cameron 
and, remembering these, were opposed to 
conferring the honor ot the Presidency of the 
board upon their old antagonist. 

Aside from the Trude, matter there was lit- 
tle of interest attachingto the meeting. A 
recommendation was udopted requiring con- 
tractors of buildings to make an affidavit that 
all subcontractors nave been paid before the 
contract will be finaliy closed with him. 

The annua! source of trouble, a resolution 
to close the schools Good Friday, April 12, 
came up, but it was referred without debate 
to the President. 


OBJECT TO PAYING CANAL VOUCHERS. 


Drainage Commissioners Fall Back on the 
Provisions of “Ciause J.” 

The Chief Engineer’s report, presented 
before the Drainage Board at the meeting of 
that body yesterday afternoon, provided for 
the payment of vouchers amounting to 
$171,501. Of this sum $171,300 applies on 
the work accomplished by contractors dur- 
ing the last week. Three of the vouchers 
were objected to by Commissioners Bolden- 
weck and Kelly, owing to the fact that no 
deduction had been made by the engineer in 
figuring his estimates, as provided for under 
Clause J of the contracts entered into 
between the contractors and the district. 

The vouchers to which objection was made 
were drawn as follows: In favor of Me- 
Arthur Bros., Sec. 2, $16,801; Gilman & Co., 
Sec. 3, $14,231; and McArthur Bros., Sec. 4, 
517,445. Clause J provides for the with- 
holding by the Drainage Board of 10 per ceut 
of the value of the work accomplished as a 
precaution against contractors throwing up 
their contracts after having performed that 
part of their work to which the least ex- 
pense attached. Commissioner Kelly re- 
fused to vote in favor of the vouchers’ and 
declared no one had authority to suspend 
Claus J excepting by permission of the 
board. Commissioner Boldenweck agreed 
with his colleague and so expressed himself, 
and Engineer Randolph said in the cases of 
McArthur Bros. and Gilman & Co., although 
the firms did not finish their work as it pro- 
gressed, in his opinion the preliminary work, 
owing to its character, represented the bulk 
of their contracts. 

The acceptance of the vouchers was put to 
a vote, and it was agreed to pass the three 
upon which the objections were raised until 
the next regular meeting. 

Mr. Boldenweck afterwards presented a 
resolution providing for the stipulation of 
the amount involved under Clause J” in 
the vouchers hereafter, and Commissioner 
Cooley said this was unnecessary, as the 
provision ot the resolution had always been 
complied with. Mr. Boldenweck, in examin- 
ing a voucher, told Mr. Cooley he couldn't 
see it in that light, and the Commissioner re- 
torted that it needed but a schoolboy to 
glance at the vouchers and understand their 
significance. The resolution was adopted. 


INEQUALITY IN THE PAYING OF FINES, 


Peculiar Methods in Voeue in House of 
Correctian Sent - nde. 

The Board of Inspectors of the House of 
Correction met yesterday, and after passing 
favorably upon the report of Supt. Crawford 
and agreeing upon its own report ordered 
that both be printed. In the report the keep- 
ing of boys among the criminal classes is 
again criticised, but the board insists that 


it has done everything in its power to reme- 


dy this evil and shifts all further responsi- 
bility on to the City Council. Among the 
recommendations made is one regarding the 
inequality of sentences under the present 
laws. It calls attention to some strange in- 
consistencies. If, as the laws are now ad- 
ministered, a man is brought before a Jus- 
tice q the Peace and is found guilty ona 
charge of assault and battery and for such 
is fined, say $45, he may serve the fine out by 
nine days’ service In the House of Correc- 
tion, or at the rate of $a day. But if he is 
fined the same amount for 4 Similar offense 
in a court of record it will take him thirty 
days, or at the rate of $1.50 a day, to serve 
out the fine. And again, if the same penalty 
be inflicted by a Justice of the Peace sitting 
in a police court as a police magistrate it

The sum 1 a year was paid 
to the Washingtonian Home for practically the 
same service the County Hospital has been 
doing for nothing. A resolution will be present- 
ed to the County Board Monday by which the 
committee will be empowered to negotiate with 
the city for the payment of the expense of hand- 
ling this class of cases. 


Allis Company in the Fight. 

The Edward P. Allis company has entered into 
the fight in regard to the letting of a contract for 
water-works additions to the Holly Manufactur- 
ing company by the city. The Allis company 
yesterday filed a bill similar to the one filed by 
Fraser & Chalmers, asking that the contract 
made between the city and the Holly company be 
set aside and that its officers be enjoined from 
carrying out the work.

HE FILES A BILL FOR AN ACCOUNTING. 


John W. Garvy Asks for a Claim Aralast 
James and Johan R. Walsh and Others. 
John W. Garvy has filed a bill in the 

Superior Court against James Walsh, John R. 

Walsh, and the Equitable Trust company for 

an accounting under a contract for the sale of 

a controlling interest in the Calumet Gas 

company and the People’s Light and Power 

company. Garvy says in his bill that Feb. 

13, 1892, he was the owner of 6 per cent 

bonds of the Calumet Gas company of the par 

value of $71,000, and 513 shares of the cap- 

ital stock of the same company, which was a 

majority of the stock of the concern. He also 

owned a coatroliig interest or 513 shares of 
the capital stock of the People’s Light and 

Power company. James and John R. Walsh, 

the bill says, being desirous of becoming owners 

of a controliing interest in the two com- 
panies, entered into an agreement with him 
to purchase the stock and bonds for $50,000. 

The stock and bonds were to be placed in 

charge of the Jennings Trust company, now 

the Equitable Trust company, until an agree- 
ment could be reached as to the iuterest on 
the bonds. Some of the bonds had accrued 
interest while the coupons had been clipped 
from others. An agreement was finally 
reached, Garvy alleges, by which he was to 
receive in all $43,434, of which $5,000 was 
paid at the start. He was also to receive 
$1,500 in the bonds ot the Calumet Gas com- 
pany fora balance of salgry due him from that 
corporation. Payments were made on the con- 
tract, the bill says, up to the beginning of 
the present month, but since that time the 

Walshe’s have refused to pay any more, and 

the complainant tells the court there is still 

due him $6,431 and the $1,500 of Calumet 

Gas bonds. He says he has demanded of the 

Equitable Trust company $12,910 of the 

bonds of the Calumet company, which 

amount would cover the balance due him on 
the contract, but has been informed that the 
bonds are not still being held in trust, but 
have been turned over to the other defendants. 

The court is asked to compel the trust com- 

pany to give an account of its trusteeship 

under the contract, and that enough of the 
stock or bonds may be sold to pay his claim 
against the defendants. Garvy says James 

Walsh is insolvent and unless the trust com- 

pany decreed to give him the bonds in ques- 

tion or pay the amount due him his claim will 
be lost.

Considerable surprise was occasioned in 
railway circles here by the announcement 
that at the general meeting of the new South- 
ern States Passenger Association, which con- 
vened at Atlanta, Ga., yesterday, W. W. Fin 
ley, General Traffic Manager of the Great 
Northern railway at St. Paul, was elected 
Commissioner. Mr. Finley’s name had been 
mentioned during the last week for the posi- 
tion, but it was not believed he was anxious 
to get the place or would take it if offered to 
him. Asto Mr. Finley’s quolifications fot 
the position there can be no doubt. Anabier 
or better qualified man to run such an organ- 
ization could not have been selected. The sal- 
ary which Mr. Finley is to receive, itis un- 
derstood, is $15,000 per annum, but it has 
not transpired for what length of time the 
position was guaranteed to him, but it is cer- 
tain it is for several years or he would not 
have taken it. 

Mr. Finley is not only an able and experi- 
enced passenger official, but is also a most 
excellent freight traffic manager, having had 
much experience in both branches of service. 
He entered railroad service in May, 1873, on 
the New Orleans, Jackson and Great North- 
ern and subsequently he became Assistant 
General Freight Agent of the Texas and Pa- 
cific. In 1888 he became General Freight 
Agent of the Fort Worth and Denver, Den-

DEATH OF MRS. MARY J. LULL. 
One of the Oldest Residents of Chiec:ge 
Passes Away. ö 


Mrs. Mary J. Lull, a resident of Chicago 
since 1835, and actively identified with the 
pioneer history of the city, died yesterday at 
the home of her son-in-law, Charles E. Hyde, 
No. 601 Jackson boulevard, from heart 
trouble, Mrs, Lull’s maiden name was 
Holmes, She was born at Bradford, Eng.. 
April 5, 1827, and came to America with her 
parents in the spring of 1885. The Holmes 
family settled on a farm near Winnetka, 
where Mr. Holmes was accidentally killed 
the following year. Mrs. Holmes and the 
children then came to Chicago and bought a 
home on Lake street neat State, afterwards 
moving to a frame house on Fifth avenue, 
between Madison and Washington streets. 
The Indians were troublesome in those days, 
especially when they had loaded up on fite- 
water, and the housewife who so far forgot 
herself as to light a lamp after dark was 
pretty sure to see several ug y faces. pressed 
against the window panes. So Mrs. Holmes 
and her children followed the usual custom 

going to Fort Dearborn at night 
sleeping there under the protection 

of the garrison, In 184 Mary 
Holmes was married to K. H. Sammons. She 
was then singingin the choir of the First 
Baptist Church of Chicago, whose rude house 
of worship'stood at the intersection of what 
is now La Salle and Jackson streets, on the 
spot occupied by the Board of Trade Build. 
ing. Other members of the same choir were 
C. N. Holden and Thomas Hoyne, 
both of whom have joined the silent 
majority. Mr. Sammons died in 1850, leav- 
ing two children, Dr. E. H. Sammons and 
Mrs. Charles E. Hyde. Three years later 
Mrs. Sammons married Albert G. Lull, a 
pioneer lumber merchant. It was in the 
yards of the Lull planing mill, on Canal 


street, just north of Van Buren, that the blaze’ 


which saved the West Side. from destruction 
in the great fire of 1871 occurred. The Lull 
yards, covering four squares, were burnt 
Saturday night, Oct, 8, 1871. The next 
night Mrs. O’ Leary’s cow kicked over a lamp 
in a little barn on De Koven street, 

fire spread northward rapidly until it reached 
the Lull lum ber yards, where it was stopped 
from further progress in that direction be- 
cause there was nothing left for it to feed 
upon. By her second marriage Mrs. Lull had 
two children, Dr. Richard Lull and Mrs, 
Mark Sherman, both well-known residents of 
Chicago. Mr. Lull died three years ago. 

The interment will take place at Rosehill 
this afternoon, after a short service by the 
Rev. T. N. Morrison at the home at 1 o’clock, 
The pallbearers will be George 8. Sloan, F. 
D. Meacham, John W. Thomas, H. W. Fall, 
F. D. Tracey, and George Green.

There hap- 
pened to be only about $1,000 in currency in 
the safe, and it was taken. Had the robbers 
waited: until tonight they would have made 
a better haul, as the Vice-President of the 
bank, A. M. Gordon, had intended coming to 
Springfield this morning and draw more 
money from the depository here. 

The robbery was not discovered until after 
7 o’clock this morning, when Mr. Gordon 
went down to open the bank. The robbers 
left nothing behind them except a short- 
handled sledge hammer. The robbery is 
supposed to have been committed between 2 
and 3 o’clock this morning, as the clock 
stopped at 2:40, evidently as a result of the 
explosion. The explosion was heard by no- 
body in the neighborhood of the bank. 

Yesterday evenng a farmer near Auburn 
saw three strangers in a surrey driving to- 
wards Auburn from the direction of Spring- 
field, and others living along the road heard 
the rattle of carriage wheels between 3 and 
4 o'clock this morning. The carriage was 
zoing apparently in the direction of Spring- 
field. There is no other clew to the robbers.

Helena, Mont., March 27.—{Special.]—The 
Helena Temple of Justice was turned into a 
house of blood this afternoon when without 
warning Eugene Stanley shot and fatally 
wounded Ida Wood during the progress of a 
trial. She was accused of having robbed 
him of $140.

Mrs. Buettner Tires of Seeing Her Hus- 
band Try to Kill Himself and Fail. 

St. Louis, Mo., March 27.—({Special.]}—Ac- 
cording to Judge Jacob Klein if a man 
wants to commit suicide he must not make 
the attempt in the presence of his wife. If 
he does and fails the fact furnishes good 
ground for divorce. This nice point was de- 
cided when Mrs. Laura Buettner took the 
stand in Judge Klein's court to tell why she 
could not live with Julius H. Buettner.

ORDER TO CLEAR THE RESERVATION, 


Government to Evict 275 Settlers on the 
Winnebago Land. 

Omaha, Neb., March 27.—({Special.)—An 
order was received today from Judge San- 
born authorizing United States Marshal 
White to go to the Winnebago reservation 
and serve notices of eviction on 275 set- 
tlers who occupy leased lands on the reser- 
vation. The leases have been isued by the 
Flournoy Land company at various times, 
and it is claimed the leases were never ap- 
proved by the Secretary of the Interior,and, 
as a consequence, the government refused 
to recognize the right of the white settlers to 
move to the reservation. Around this fabric 
a bewildering mass of litigation has accu- 
mulated, and the decision of Judge Sanborn 
is one of considerable importance, involv- 
ing all the improvements which the settlers 
have made on the lands which they have 
leased in good faith. 

Many of the settlers are said to be deter- 
mined to fight to a finish, and it may be 
necessary to have a detachment of troops 
sent to the reservation to enforce the order. 
A train load of deputies will go thtre tomor- 
row, and if trouble results troops will follow.

State Mutual, are now organizing the Mut- 
val Fire Insurance company and expect to 
have it ready for business in thirty days. 
There is also another mutual, called the 
United Mutual Fire Insurance Corporation, 
forming here. 

The directors of the Equitable Mutual 


Fire Insurance company will hold a meeting 


tomorrow to consider a grave crisis in tho 
company’s affairs. There is a possibility, it 
is said, that an application may be made for 
a receiver. There have been charges made 
against the company for some time and re- 
peatedly denied, but the report of an expert 
accountant, showing false representations 
in the amounts of capital, leaves no room for 
further denials. 

The accountant says of the $40,000 cash 
capital legally acquired on the company 
$33,000 was in personal drafts and other bad 
paper made or signed by members of the 
corporation. The remaining $7,000 was in 
cash, and this was all the money there was. 

The blame for this misrepresentation has 
been placed on J. R. Skinner & Co., the man- 
agers; A. H. Walton, Secretary; ‘and S. L. 
Dobbins, Treasurer. The Board of Direct- 
ors is determined to oust these men and will 
hold a meeting tomorrow. Of the $33,000 of 
reported bad paper the directors have sub- 
scribed $31,000 to make it good, andthe bal- 
ance is expected to be forthcoming at tomor- 
row’s meeting. Today the State Insurance 
Department began an examination of the 
company. Insurance people think the com- 
pany is solvent. Mr. Skinner would not 
make a statement. 


CAN’T AGREE ON VESSEL INSURANCE. 


Lake Underwritars, However, Form a Grain 
Pool te Ficht British Competition. 

Detroit, Mich., March 27.—[Special.]—Aft- 
er being in session two days at the Hotel 
Cadillac, Lake Underwriters suddenly ad- 
journed this afternoon without having been 
able to come to any agreement on vessel in- 
surance for the coming season. The wide 
divergence of opinion as to the best means 
of meeting active foreign competition was 
the cause of the rupture. For the first time 
in five years vessel insurance will be a 
sort of a go-as-you-please affair. 

A pool in grain insurance in Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, Duluth, Detroit, and Toledo was 
organized before the rupture took place, A 
committee consisting of David Vance of 
Milwaukee, MacDonald and Elphicke of 
Chicago, Sandrock of Buffalo, and Gadsden 
of Chicago was appointed to name the Com- 
missioner of the pool. This action is due to 
the sharp competition of foreign companies 
which have entered lake business and al- 
ready taken large contracts at 15 cents per 
£100, as against the regular board rate of 60 
cents, from Duluth. The same offers have 
been made Chicago shippers, but have been 
refused pending the action of the Lake 
Underwriters. 

The formation of the pool means an imme- 
diate drop of from 50 to 75 per cent in all 
grain insurance rates. This reduction will 
undoubtedly extend throughout the season, 
as the Lake Underwriters are determined to 
fight English competition in this field. All 
companies doing business on the lakes were 
represented at today’s meeting and united 
in the grain pool. 


TEST INSURANCE CASE ENDED. 


Verdict Rendered at Bajtimore Against 
the Phenix of Brooklyn. 
Baltimore, Md., March 27;—{Special.]—One 
of the most important insurance cases ever 
tried in the Baltimore courts was concluded 
today and a verdict given against the com- 
pany. T. Edgerton Hogg sued the Phenix 
of Brooklyh, N. Y., for $2,650, and the ver- 
dict was for $2,125. The trial lasted three 
weeks and was a test suit, and is to be fol- 
lowed by similar suits against other insur- 
ance companies. The gy amount 
sued for is something like $55,000. Mr. 
Hoge, who lives in Cecil County, Md., had 
erected a dwelling said to have cost $90,000, 
and insured it in various companies for $55,- 
000. The property burned and when the mat- 
ter of adjusting the insurance came up the 
companies alleged overvaluation and de- 

clined to pay the face of the policies. 


Legislation in Colorado and Montana. 


There has been the usual crop of adverse legis- 
lation aimed at insurance companies in the vari- 
ous States during the winter. Colorado has 
passed a law prohibiting any foreign company 
from writing in that State unless it shall have a 
deposit of $200,000 in some State of the Union. 
It has passed another law imposinga taz of 2 
per cent upon the net receipts of all companies 
in that State. Montana passed an anti-compact 
law, an anti-coinsurance law, and a valued pol- 
ley law. which, after going through both branches 
of the Legislature, were voteed be the Governor.
